Deer 
continually stray out of that part 
if Angeles National Forest, and 
in the camps you see the skins of 
mountain lions and wild cats re¬ 
cently killed. 

Now this natural beauty is 
threatened. It is proposed to 
build a highway into .Santa Anita 
Canyon. That undoubtedly would 
enhance the value of a good deal 
of real estate, but we hope it 
won’t be built. There is no real 
need of it. And once it is built 
Southern California will lose some 
thing it never can regain. There 
are plenty of places where auto¬ 
mobiles can go. Let us keep a 
few where they cannot go. It 
isn’t safe to walk anywhere but 
in the mountains now, and on 
mountain motor roads that isn’t

Never use shears that are dull, t 
Keep them sharp as you work. i 
Many people have the mistaken 
idea that to prune a plant is to i 
trim back the branches in much 1 
the way that a barber cuts hair, i 
'The object of pruning old shrubs i 
is to keep them shapely and to ] 
preserve the blooming wood. ' i 
Naturally this cannot ne done by , i 
merely “bobbing" off the top of j | 
the plant. 1 

Anyone who attempts to prune 
I .should have a clear idea why that;: 
I particular bit of pruning is being 
' done. In general, the natural, 
growth of a shrub is the most at-' 
tractive, and by cutting out the! 
old and dead wood, enabling the. 
plant to renew itself, this natural 
grace and beauty of the plant i.i' 
pre.scrved. Formal .shaping of the , 
plants should be restricted to 
formal gardens. 1 

The avoid unnecessary pruning 
of tall shrubs do not plant them j 
in positions where a low-grower I 
would be more suitable, and re- 
i quire less cutting back. This is j

Proper pruning will not only 
a I help the plants to remain youlh-

Cutting back one-third to one-half 
in the dormant season often 
^ throws renewed enerjxy into the 
rest of the plant. The individual 
® shoots should be cut back at dif- 
*■ fcrence lengths, retaining the nat- 
ural form of the shimb, instead of 
” shearing the plant off evenly.
